TWO VISITS TO THE SKi-SIDE. 


The 
Speeches 
at 
Santa 
Mouica. 
Senator 
S tew art's 
Plan—The 
W ork of the Committee. 


The Senatorial party arrived early yes­ 
terday morning and their special train, 
consisting of the sleeper O rtigo, a day 
coach and a baggage car, was sidetracked 
in the Arcade depot. Senator Jones, of 
A rkansas, who had accompanied the 
other members of the committee as far 
as Ban Francisco in their wanderings, 
found himeelf euddenly recalled on a 
bunnepB m atter, and day before yester­ 
day he left for the East. 
H e will rejoin 
the party later. 
The party ooneisted of the following 
pcisons: 
Senator Stewart, of Nevada; 
Senator Reagan, of Texas; Representa­ 
tives H em phill, of South Carolina, Mor- 
ro.v and Vandever, of California, and 
C< nger, of Iowa ¡M ajor Powell, of the 
Gí-ological Survey ; Irrigation Engineer 
Hinton ; Eugene Davis, Sergeant-at-Arms 
of the com m ittee; Dr. J. M. Hines, As­ 
sistant Sergeant-at-Arms; R. S. Boswell, 
stenographic iepoiter; C. J. Kappler. 
private secretary to Senator Stewart, and 
P. S. W arman, private secretary to Major 
Puwell. 
secretary J. M. Davies, of the 
Stiite Board of Trade, accompanied the 
party from San Francieco for the purpose, 
as ne explained in the course of the day, 
of formally turning the committee over 
to the care of the Los Angeles Chamber 
of Commerce. 
The latter organization 
was represented in the person of Major 
E. W . Jones, who has been with the 
party since they left 8an Francisco. 


O F F FOR SAN PEDRO. 
At 9 o’clock a number of the members 
of the local committee appointed to en­ 
tertain the visitors assembled at the 
depot and the special train left for San 
Pedro. The run was made in a very 
short »pace of tim e. The party then left 
the cars and went on board the steamer 
Falcon, which had been placed at the 
service of the visitors, that they might 
have a view of the harbor. 
The waterB 
of the bay were perfectly calm and the 
ride around the point was thoroughly 
enjoyable. 
The entire party at this time consisted 
of the following gentlem en:

On the boat, G eneral Brierly nnfolded 
a map of the proposed improvements in 
the harbor, and explained to the Senators 
and Representatives the lay of the land 
and water. It was evident that the seed 
was falling upon fertile soil. 
' 
The train pulled out of San Pedro at 
about half past ten. 
Major Jones, Sec­ 
retary Davies, of the State Board of 
Trade, and several others who had keen 
having a briti discussion as to how best 
to modify the programme so as to give 
the party as much of a tour as was pos­ 
sible during 
their short stay, finally 
quieted down with the conclusion that it 
wne best to h 78 the existing arrange­ 
ment entirely alone. 


SENATOR STEWART’S PLAN. 
On the way back Senator Stewart ex­ 
plained to several listeners his plan for 
the development of the schem e which 
the Government had begun in the in­ 
vestigations of 
the 
committee. The 
next step after the making of the report 
to the Senate by the committee should 
be an organized movement on the part 
of the States which are in need of irriga­ 
tion. 
A general convention should be 
called to which delegates should be sent 
from all the States interested. The dele­ 
gates might be chosen either by the 
Legislature 
or 
nominated 
by 
the 
Governor 
or 
selected 
by 
the 
trade organizations. 
At this convention 
all m atters relative to irrigation, ripar­ 
ian rights, etc., should be discussed, and 
as far as possible, an equable code of ir­ 
rigation laws obtained. The work of 
gathering 
statistics 
and 
developing 
plans for the improvement of various 
arid districts could be better prosecuted 
under organized effort, and the States 
would have a better understanding of 
what they could reasonably ask from the 
central government in the way of assist­ 
ance. 
In many cases the water%which is 
available for nse in irrigation is riparian 
to two or more States, or crosses the 
boundaries of different States. 
Only 
some such 
conference, 
the 
Senator 
thought, could successfully grapple with 
this proposition of what would be a just 
arrangem ent all around. 


TO SANTA MONICA. 
As soon as Los Angeles was reached, 
after a short run without stopa, the train 
was switched over upon the Santa Mon­ 
ica track and started back for the ocean. 
The party was conducted to the Hotel 
Arcadia, where ample preparations had 
been made to receive them . 
In the 
hour that elapsed before lunch a number 
of the company went into the surf. The 
othere strolled about on the sand. 
The 
visitors all expressed tbemBel ves as much 
charmed with the famous ocean resort. 
At 1.30 lunch was served. The Sen­ 
ators had particularly requested that it in 
no wise take 
the 
form of 
a ban­ 
quet, inasm uch as they were opposed 
to anything which should seem like a 
profanation of the Sabbath. Owing to 
the num ber of engagements which nad 
been made farther along their line of 
travel, the oommittee found it necessary 
to choose between making these trips 
about this section on Sundav or leaving 
it unvisited. They finally decided upon 
the reasonable compromise which, was 
carried out yesterday. In the short time 
which was afforded they traveled about 
the oountry and, in a measure, fulfilled 
the object of their m ission; but nothing 


took place which could* be said to violate 
the proprieties of the Sabbath day. 
At 
the 
conclusion 
of the lunch 
informal remaik* 
were made by* a 
num ber of those present. 
Secretary 
Davies announced that he now formally 
turned over the Senate Comm ittee on 
the Reclamation and Irrigation of Arid 
Lands which had been in h is charge 
since they entered the State to the Los 
Angeles Cham ber of Commerce for their 
care and guidance. 
H e called attention 
to the fact that they were all safe and 
sound and in good condition. 
Major Jones accepted the trust in a 
graceful speech and promised to deliver 
the committee to their next guardians in 
as well-satisfied a frame of m ind as he 
found them now. 


T H E SE N A T O R ’S R E M A R K S . 
After a few rem arks from J . Da B arth 
Shorb,Senator Stewart was asked to speak 
and he replied as follows: 
“ I do not 
feel that under th e circumstances I 
ought to make anything of a speech, yet 
as the opportunity of addressing you all 
on the m atters of national interest may 
not again present itself, I m ust avail 
myself of the present time to make a few 
rem it ks.” The Senator then briefly ex ­ 
plained the act of Congress under which 
the departm ent of Geological Survey had 
begun its work of reserving reservoir sites 
and watersheds, and narrated the circum­ 
stances of the passage of the resolution 
appropriating $250,000 for Bpecial inves­ 
tigation, which gave existence to the com­ 
m ittee of which he was Chairman. 
“ The work seems now,’’ said he, 
“ about to go further than we had ex ­ 
pected. The plan met at first with some 
opposition from sections of the country 
where irrigation was not needed and 
was not practicable. 
It was thought 
that there was not sufficient value in 
these arid lands of the F ar W est to pay 
for the coet of survey. 
It was a new 
proposition to many Representatives of 
the Eastern States, and the question was 
even raised w hether the land, when 
irrigated, would be of any special value. 
I t was found that the prelim inary sur­ 
veys to be made by the Geoloirical De­ 
partm ent would not be sufficient, and 
this committee was chosen to travel the 
road over, to ascertain in a general way 
the value of the land when improved, 
to learn each particulars as quantity 
of rainfall, gauge accurately the amount 
of available water, and learn the exact 
nature and extent of each water-Bhed. 
For this the mountain region must be 
explored, and its typographical features 
set forth. The mere prelim inary work 
would be expensive, but when it should 
be done and all the information in a col­ 
lected form be stored in the hands of the 
Government, the pettier need not go 
blindfold into an unknown region. 
“ In our travels through the WeBt we 
have found some rem arkable things: 
enough to satisfy us th at when the 
completed surveys were made, settlers 
would pour in on millions of acres. It is 
a fact, a significant in this connection, 
that three-fourths to nine-tenths of all 
the agriculture of the world has been 
accomplished by irrigation. 
Northern 
Europe is the only part of the cultivated 
world outside of the United States with 
sufficient rainfall to grow all kinds of 
district in tH i'w órlíf wlíícL,,can,"B¿' culti­ 
vated under a rainfall alone, it is natural 
that we should thus far have given the 
subject of irrigation but little study. Yet 
on the lowest estimate there are 1,200,000 
Equare miles of arid land in this country, 
nearly half the area of the U nited States, 
excluding Alaska. British India covers 
800,000 
square 
miles, 
and 
is by 
nature supplied with no more water 
than our own arid region. The latter is 
capable of an equal am ount of agricultural 
production with India and can support a 
population aB great. It has generally 
been supposed that this land was worth­ 
less, but the publication of our report 
will show the people of the United States 
what can be done in m aking it produc­ 
tive. The large amounts which will be 
spent by private individuals and by 
States in the reclamation of this land 
can be used with infinitely better econ­ 
omy with tl.e assistance of the facts 
which we are gathering. 
“ And the 
country needs all this 
land for the 
use 
of 
its 
people. 
See what a rush thero has been to Okla­ 
homa, a country of rich soil but situated 
in a semi-arid belt, where irrigation 
would prove very efficacious in bringing 
out the best results. 
The 
Dakotas, 
which are alBo settling up rapidly, need 
water. 
They have an artesian belt, but 
how long this supply will hold out no 
one can say.” 
The Senator here ran rapidly over the 
line of travel of th e com mittee through 
the W estern States and Territories, ex­ 
plaining w hat sections stood in need of 
systematic irrigation, and w hat areas 
could be reclaimed. 
“ In this State,” continued the Senator, 
“ practice in irrigation haB supplied you 
with infermation, although the laws ap­ 
pear to stand in your way. You have, I 
say, detailed information, yet through 
euch work as we contemplate, you can 
get new ideas and learn of rew methods. 
You have advanced in the line of econ­ 
omizing water, for you have more land 
than water. The results of your experi­ 
ence will be of value to the whole coun­ 
try. 
One fact of importance should not 
be forgotten : that drainage m ust go with 
irrigation to avoid the deposit of alkali. 
In the countries where this law has been 
overlooked agriculture has starved itself 
out. 
We regret the necessity of passing 
through this country so hurriedly. 
But 
what we most need is an object lessen. 
We find accurate reports ready prepared 
for us. 
We wish to see the results. See­ 
ing is knowing. The people of the East 
have as a rule seen the arid tracts only 
from the windowB of a railroad car, and 
in this way they get the worst possible 
impression, 
“ I believe th at if water could be made 
available for use on this rich soil now 
arid it would support a greater popula­ 
tion than there is in all the East. The 
public domain is not half occupied. 
H ere then is a different condition of 
things than in the East, where the fail­ 
ure 
of 
a 
crop is a serious con­ 
sideration. 
One 
acre 
of 
irri­ 
gated 
land 
is 
worth 
three 
or 
four 
or 
five 
of 
unirrigated 
in the variety of crops which it will pro­ 
duce. It is the only kind of land capa­ 
ble of supporting a dense population. 
Then these arid lands contain quantities 
of minerals, coal, iron, etc., w hich will 
be a source of infinite wealth when culti­ 
vation brings population. 
This despised 
arid land has a great fntnre. A united 
effort should be made to develop it that 
it may open to the support of millions of 
settlers.” 
SENATOR REAGAN SPEAKS. 
Senator Keagan responded to a request 
from Mr. Shorb, who Mrved M Chair­ 


man, by making a few rem arks to the 
following effect: 
‘¿The trip which w« 
have 
made 
and 
the 
investiga­ 
tions which we 
have 
held 
in 
the 
various Western States and Territories 
have been a source of m uch pleasure and 
satisfaction to me. I have learned a 
great deal which was before unknown to 
me and which I believe is still unknown 
to the average Congressman. I did not 
know before th at M ontana and Idaho 
could be made to receive millions ol 
population; th at in m any places the 
erection of reservoirs a t the bases of 
mountains would ultim ately prepare the 
country below for hives of industrial 
population such as have never been seen 
upon the American continent. Congress 
has at last taken these m atters into 
serious 
consideration. 
W hen 
the 
w?*kL designed 
is 
done 
the 
way 
will be prepared for individuals or States 
or corporations to utilize the landa which 
lie ready for improvement. 
And a 
people such as have crossed the conti­ 
nent to occupy the Western Territories, 
euch as have m ade pastures out of the 
deserts and made the parched and arid 
tracts bring forth vines aad fruits, are 
the very agents needed to carry on the 
work. 
Such a people will make in these 
deserts the gardens of the New World. 
HON. B. M. WHITE. 
Hon. S. M. W hite, who was next called 
upon, made a brief speech, in which he 
congratulated the country on its good 
fortune in having at th e head of this 
undertaking such a m an as Senator 
Stewart, who was conspicuous as the 
right m an in the right place. Under 
the circumstances, he was confident th at 
the work would be accomplished with 
the most desirable results. 
J . J . H em phill, Representative from 
South Carolina, responded when called 
upon with some witty rem arks, in which 
he took off the tendency of the people of 
this section to tell udbelievable tales 
about its clim ate and productions. He 
explained his presence with the commit­ 
tee by saying that in 
the present 
political situation the Senate did not en­ 
, oy the confidence of the House, and it 
needed watching. 
Colonel H inton made a few rem arks 
in response to a call, describing th e work 
which the committee proposed to do and 
its value when completed to the whote 
country.

The Habits of the Animals 
in their Homes. 


ABOUT THE PBIBYLOV ISLAND. 


T k e **H»re*i8M o f th e Seals and How 
th e Yonngr S eals a re E du­ 
cated fo r Life. 


In a previous paper in the H e r a l d a 
brief synopsis of the history of the tak­ 
ing of for seals was given, showing how 
a very valuable industry was destroyed 
in nearly all portions of the globe by an 
indiscrim inate slaughter of the animals. 
Thus was laid the basis on which to 
claim police surveillance over the fur 
■sal, and their protection at the hands of 
our Government. 
A t the hands of our 
G overnm ent; for, aa the former paper 
plainly showed, th e only breeding place 
of the seal left in the world, of any con­ 
siderable value, is w ithin the limits of 
o ar territory. The present paper will be 
devoted to a sketch of the habits of the 
■aals. 
THE PBIBYLOV ISLANDS. 
In the year 1790, or ninety-nine years 
ago last spring, a Russian captain whose 
ship was fishing near the Aleutian is­ 
lands in the south part of Bering sea, in 
the m onth of May, observed a vast 
school cf fur seals heading away in 
north-westerly direction. He proceeded 
to capture some of them , and noticing 
th a t they were working right out into 
th e open sea, and seemingly far from all 
land, it occurred to him to follow up 
the trail and learn where they might 
haul up. After Bailing more than 200 
miles he came upon the resting place of 
the seals, on two sm all islands, about 
40 miles apart, and the larger being 
S 


agre miles area and the other 27. 
9re he found an immense breeding 
place of the seals. 
Millions of the ani­ 
m als frequented theBe rocks for breeding 
purposes. He reported his discovery 
to 
his 
Government, 
and 
the 
rocks were named Pribylov islands, in 
honor of the discoverer. From that date 
until 1867, when th e Territory of Alaska 
was ceded to the United States, this was 
the great Russian seal fishery. A strict 
police surveillance was m aintained over 
these islands by the Russian Government 
at all times. 
THE HABITS OT THE 8EAL. 
The Pribylov islands are an ideal home 
for the seal. The shores are high and 
very rocky. 
From these crags the 
g 
unge into deep water is immediate aud 
rect. In the worst weather the waves 
never wash over these precipitous shores. 
The rocks are broken in their coDtonr, 
affording every facility for the seals to 
reach th sir chosen abode. 
The English and American sailors 
have invented a very inappropriate and 
oonfosed 
nomenclature 
m 
speaking 
of seals, their habits 
and captare. 
To 
begin, 
th e 
seal 
is 
not 
a fish in any sense of the term. The 
young of the species are born on land, 
not in the sea. After becoming of suf­ 
ficient strength to brave the #waves they 
have to be taught to swim. They are 
warm-blooded anim als, and bring forth 
t o t " -5 K T Kbfllí¿5:- a “ í ‘ m u c i-K te ? 
term than seal fishing. Then the place 
where the seals breed is by a strange 
confusion of ideas called a “ rookery," 
as if the anim als were birds. But this 
is not all. The full-grown male seal is 
called by the sailors a bull, reverting to 
whale fishiDg, and the female is called a 
cow, as in the whale species. 
So far 
well in this respect, but when the sailors 
come to epeak of the youug seal, instead 
of sticking to the whale nomenclature 
and 
calling 
it 
a calf, 
these old 
“sea dogs" call the young animal a pup, 
as if it were of the canine species. Seals 
of the male gender, and over a year old, 
but under 5 years, are called bachelors. 
Confusion worse confounded reigns eu- 
preme in all the sailors’ attem pts to in­ 
vent term s for the seal kind. 


COMINO TO THE ISLAND. 
About the last days of April any one 
standing on the rocks of either of the 
Pribylov islands, St. George or St. Paul, 
will find the Beal haunts tenantlees. But 
a t any moment during such a day he 
may observe a mile er two to seaward an 
old male seal lift his head from the waves 
and make a careful reconnoiter of the 
rocks before him . H e will disappear for 
a moment and then rise closer to the 
shore, 
lie will repeat this many times, 
and if he finds the coast clear he will 
utter a 
series of 
grunts, then 
ap­ 
proach the rocks, clic.ib them and make 
a careful inspection of the place, smelling 
carefully the rocks at each step of his 
advance. He will then return close to 
the water and take up his station under 
the shelter of some great rock. Then 


ily, which the sailors in their omnium- 
atherum lingo call harem s. They reach 
Jis sea and return to i t by a separate 
avenue of thsir own. 
F o ra few days after the arrival of the 
school all is confusion in the resting 
place of the seals, which is for th a t period 
anything b u t a resting place. 
After 
many battles each family settles down on 
its proper territory and if all do not get 
w hat they want, each learns to content 
himself on w hat be gets. 
H ere the 
young seals are born and carefully raised, 
FAMILY DISCIPLINE. 
. If a female should be detected neglect­ 
ing her offsprings th e “ old m an” of the 
family falls upon her and gives her an 
unmerciful beating. Like all polygamists, 
the seal is a brutal wife-beater. 
But he 
is better than some of his biped fellow 
culprits; he only beats the weaker vessel 
when she neglects the baby. 
As soon 
as the young one is strong enough 
the female leads him to the edge of tne 
rock and casts him into the water. He 
does not know a syllable of the art of 
swimming, but the m other is under him 
in a moment, and before he is drowned 
she brings him to th e surface to breathe. 
This is continued until the young one is 
able to take care of himself in any sea, 
however high. 
By the end of October the family ie 
raised and the mem bers taught to B b ift 
for themselves. 
LEAVING THE ISLANDS. 
Then on some day all at once, with 
much grunting and snorting, the whole 
tribe takes to the sea, heads away south­ 
east, and disappears for th e winter, 
going through the passes of the Aleutian 
islandB into the Bhoreless expanses of 
the Pacific, no one knows w hither, what 
to do or how to live. 
W hile they are on the islands they go 
daily to feed. 
The feeding grounds cf 
the seals are forty to eighty miles from 
th e Pribylov islands. The seals go off 
in the morning and return at night. 
They swim near the top of the water, 
and go at a rapid rate. After getting 
their meal they ail return to the rocks 
again. 
. 
, 
Sach in a brief sketch is the history of 
the seal in his native haunts. H e is an 
easy prey to the rifle of the poacher as 
he goes to his feeding place or returns. 
On the rcxjke w here he rests, a few men 
in a short 
space 
of 
tim e 
could 
kill the whole colony, and end the 
business forever. 
He is a tim id animal, 
and any noise, the report of firearms, the 
sm ell of powder, or any other sign of 
danger, would in one year drive every 
seal that escaped the lead of the poacher 
or the club of the hunter off to the Russian 
side of the sea where protection is held 
out, and never more would any Ameri­ 
can citizen get one Beal skin in all our 
Alaskan possessions.

satisfactory m anner, they will come 
ashore and take up a position on the rocks.

About the end of May the whole 
school of seals, femaleB and ungrown 
young, begin to arrive. 
As their cry is 
heard ont at sea, the males on the watch 
rouse themselves, call back to them , go 
into the eea to meet them , and conduct 
th e females to their resting places which 
have been selected.

SELECTING HOMES. 
The females 
easily recognize their 
m ates and their old breeding ground, and 
a t once take up th eir abode on their own 
territory. The m ales reach the age of 
puberty 
not 
before 
they 
are five 
years old, while 
the 
females reach 
th at 
state 
of 
developm ent at two 
years old. 
The anim al is like the deer, 
the sheep, the horse and m any other 
apecies, polygamous, one full grown male 
being accompanied by from ten to twenty 
females. The breeding place is laid out 
after the m anner of a city. ’■The terri 
tory of each family is m arked off from 
those next by streets and alleys. The 
anim als resent with spirit any attem pt 
to trespass on their rights, and fight 
fiercely if any outsider intrudes on their 
preserves. 
The aea m ust be reached, 
an d the return to each abode made by 
wav of streets and alleys. 
The young 
m ales th at have not reached the age of 
puberty are driven further up the rocks, 
to dwell apert from the rest of the fam-

THE AZUSA BRIDGE. 


T h e lu ie r v is e r s are G rea tly P lea sed 
w ith th e A ffa ir . 
On Saturday the Board of Supervisors 
paid a visit to the Ban Gabriel river 
crossing at the Azusa to inspect the new 
bridge just completed there. The bridj 
is situated somewhat below the 
crossing from the Duarte to the Azuaa, 
and about m idway between that point 
and the Santa Fe railway bridge. I t is 
perhaps thiee-fourths of a mile up 
stream from the railway bridge. The 
span is about 200 feet and the bridge is a 
m iniature suspension affair. The pillars 
at the ends are of concrete and the via­ 
duct is held in place by wire cablee like 
the Niagara bridge. The bid for the con­ 
struction 
of 
this 
bridge 
was one- 
third less than the lowest for 
sev­ 
eral 
other 
plans before the board; 
and naturally there was some anxiety 
as to how the thing would turn out. 
Saturday the Supervisors put 100,000 
pounds dead weight on the bridge, and 
then drove seventeen team s as close as 
they could follow each other across ths 
concern. 
It never m ade the least im­ 
pression on the thing. 
I t stood as solid 
as a rock under this load, which is ten 
times as great an the biggeet load it will 
ever be called on to bear again. The 
only wood about the bridge is the road- 
wsy. All the rest is concrete or steel.

Last evening the Pavilion was crowded 
with people who had assembled to hear 
W ilbur F. Crafts, Field Secretary of the 
American 8abbath Union speak on the 
subject of Sunday law. The Y. M. C. 
A. orchestra was present and rendered 
several selections acceptably. 
Rev. Mr, 
Crabbe led in prayer, and then Mr. 
Crafts was introduced and spoke 
follows: 
P e o p l e o f C a l if o r n ia—I greet you as 
citizens of one of the three m ighties in 
extent of territory of the U nited States, 
which three mighties are Texas, Cali­ 
fornia and M ontana. 
We used to sing, 
‘Uncle Sam is rich enough to give us all 
l farm .” 
California alone is 
rich 
enough 
to 
give a farm of 
seven 
and one-half acres to every family 
of 
five 
in 
the 
land. 
If 
each 
man, woman and child was set in the 
middle of his or her acre and a half, and 
the signal was given to sink down 
into the grass or brush, the whole natioD 
would suddenly 
disappear. 
Coming 
westward, I instructed myself as to the 
comparative siz i of Eastern and Western 
States by cutting up a railroad map. 
I 
found that to cover California required 
ten A tlantic States, all of New England, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware and 
Maryland. 
As the people of California, 
like other western people, are so mani­ 
festly deficient in local pride, I suggest 
that this deficiency be corrected in the 
next generation by setting the children 
a t this map exercise, feeding the little 
States of the Atlantic shore to this eea 
monster of the Pacific. 
California no 
doubt will some day equal these ten 
Eastern States in population and wealth 
as well as territory. 
Your marvelous 
climate alone would bring the population. 
On one of the recent August days, a lady 
in O akland said that she had just made 
a trip to San Rafael to get warrp. 
You 
can quickly find refuge from occaeioral 
heat at the seaside, or by waiting a few 
hours, receive the cool Bea air at even­ 
tide wherever in the State. This is 
8tate 
in which you need even 
August, and in yonr w armest valleys, an 
invention, with clock attachm ent to lay 
an extra blanket on each sleeper, at 
every stroke of the hour from bed-time 
till midDight. Surely this State will 
have no lack of wealth, b u t it will not 
rise by booms. I t is about as safe to riBe 
by bombs. It is dangerous to have 
either 
of 
these 
in 
your 
hands 
when 
they go 
off. Raising corner 
lots 
is 
not 
your 
best 
crop. 
Your soil is rich, not only in precious 
m etals, but in the gold of your peaches, 
your oranges, your w heat; in the silver of 
your buckwheat and your olive trees; in 
the greenbacks of your corn and vines. 
An Easterner is in danger of mistaking 
your strawberries for red apples, your 
peaches for cautelopes, and your pump­ 
kins for fallen planets. 
In the Metro­ 
politan Museum at New York, California 
is symbolized by a hare and a lonely 
m aiden. If I were a sculptor I would 
represent her more suitably in varie­ 
gated m arble iu a fountain group, to pic­ 
ture your miracles of irrigation, as a 
mageetic mother of heroic figure; not 
bare, but richly clothed,a diadem of your 
native 
gold upon 
h er 
head; 
her 
robe 
of 
the 
royal 
purple 
of 
your 
grapes; 
her 
corsage bouquet 
a sheaf of your gelden wheat surrounded 
by a great household of sons and daugh­ 
ters. 
But extensive territory, numerous 
population and immense wealth do not 
make a State g reat; only big, like Rue- 
r ; - 
*“ n n iin n ti a I t n n r o a t n n u 
ifornia will never be one of the three 
greatest States in the trae sense of the 
word until 
she 
is 
one 
of 
the 
three beet. 
She 
m ust 
learn 
to 
yield not only gold and grapes and 
grain, but also, with equal abundance 
honesty, morality and charity. 
And 
these can no more be produced without the 
Sabbath than your fruits without water. 
California is the only one of our States 
w ithout a Sunday law. Not New Jersey 
but California is the foreign land. The 
only other spot in the civilized world 
w ithout any Sunday law is France. 
If 
yon would not be a ‘Fronchy’ but an 
American commonwealth, and would 
draw for . perm anent residents the best 
American families, you m ust cast out the 
Frenchy and foster the American Sab­ 
bath.” 
The 
speaker 
argued that Sunday 
laws are 
not 
religious 
legislation 
but 
said 
th at 
“ the 
right 
arm 
of 
the 
American 
Sabbath 
Union 
is the promotion of the religious Sabbath, 
its left arm , the preservation of the civil 
Sabbath.” Later on he said: 
“ The 
apcstbt3 Jew who does not keep Satur» 
day but pleads his neglected religion 
when arrested for opening his shop on 
Sunday should have no consideration 
from either gentile or genuine Jews. His 
case is precisely like that of any other 
heathen who cares for neither the laws 
of God nor those of m an.” 
The Sabbathic Eden of the working­ 
men can only be protected by the angel 
of law, as one has said, standing ut 
the 
gate 
w ith 
fiamiog 
sword to 
keep 
back 
the spo'ler. The State 
has 
nothing 
to 
do 
with 
the 
argum ent for change of day, only with 
the wish of the majority harmonized to 
the rights of the minority, but I may 
turn aside to say that in the Fourth 
Commandment, to which parties appeal, 
there is no seventh day of the week, but 
only a seventh day after six of work. 
This is a great constitutional provision. 
The Saturday-Sabbath of the Jews and 
the Sunday-Sabbath of Christians are 
only by-laws. 
The Fourth Command­ 
m ent can be obeyed by keeping either 
day, but society cannot wisely encour­ 
age or protect more than one of them .” 
Inclosing, he said: 
“ The proposed 
Congrdisional Sunday rest law at the 
utm ost would not affect more than 1,000 
of these 8eventh day people, 
as they 
cannot be in the mail and military ser­ 
vice and interstate commerce and yet 
keep Saturday, and the farther jurisdic­ 
tion of the law is only in the District of 
Columbia and Territories in which very 
few of them reside. There is a question 
of conscience involved in this matter. It 
is th e question of 2,000,000 of people, as 
m any as were delivered from King 
George by the revolution, who are now 
in more serious bondage, the Sunday 
slavery of greed, working on the Sabbath 
with uneasy conscience. 
At Yorktown 
in the very shadow of the monument 
th at celebrates the close of the Revolu­ 
tion, I asked a colored man who was in 
charge of an adjoining farm, pointing to 
a hole in the chimney, evidently made 
by grape or canister, “ Was thia'done in 
this last war or in the Revolution ?” He 
answered, “ I don’t know ; how long ago 
was the Resolution ?” There was a good 
deal of resolution in the Revolution, 
otherwise th s barefoot soldier of Valley 
Forge would never have trod in tri­ 
um ph the fields of Yorktown. Victory 
came 
not 
of 
such good resolutions 
as are made on New Y ear’s Day and in 
religious conventions. 
It was resolution 
w ithout the “ s” th at delivered those 
two millions from King George, sod like 
resolution will deliver the two millions 
who ere in th e worse bondage of Sabbath­ 
— toil today.”

H e points 
out the p jssibilities of reclaim ing millions 
upon millions of land from the condition 
of a wilderness to that of a paradise. H ere 
the Senators will be able to see the rich 
results of irrigation. 
In their journeys 
to San Pedro and Santa .Monica they 
have seen some of the fruits of water 
applied to the soil artificially. They 
will E ee more of it in other parts of the 
county. They will see orchards, a sea of 
living green, where a Sahara existed 
prior to the application of water for irri­ 
gation. As the distinguished Senator from 
Nevada says, by irrigation an acre of 
land becomes worth five or ten acreB of 
the best land in the world which depends 
solely on rainfall for its watering. 
Senator Stewart is most em iuently cor­ 
rect in his call for a Pacific Coast Con­ 
gress to take up and discuss, and formu­ 
late laws for irrigation. 
Congressman 
Morrow supplem ents this idea by the 
suggestion of a closer union on the part 
of the States of the Coast on all m atters 
of common interest. 
The Pacific States 
are very rapidly becoming a power in 
the politics, as well as in the economics 
of the Nation. 
We have six Senators 
already and will soon have eight. These 
will 
in a few years 
grow to 
ten, 
to a dozen. 
In the next Senate we shall 
have ten per cent, of all th e votes in that 
body. In jthe Lower House we have 
now eight, and after the next census we 
will probably have a score. In a com­ 
bination of tiiese there is power. H ere­ 
tofore there has been only rivalry, only 
jealousy, only wrangling on the part of 
the Pacific States. 
H ereafter let there 
be unanim ity, let there be perfect ac- 


I f t h e r e is to be any excuse for the 
law forbidding the carrying of concealed 
weapons, or any reason in the statute, 
the strongest must be found in the rigid 
enforcement of the law. As it is in 
nearly all States in the Union, the stat­ 
ute rem ains a dead letter on the books. 
It is seldom that an arrest is made under 
the law, and still more infrequent is the 
punishm ent of the person who violates 
it. Besides, the power to grant permis­ 
sion to carry a weapon is so loosely exer­ 
cised that any one can get that leave, 
and so the law falls to the ground. The 
Executive who allows any maD to carry a 
weapon should be perfectly sure of the 
necessity 
and wisdom 
of 
granting 
such 
a 
perm it. 
A 
good way 
to 
enforce this carefulness would be to make 
the grantor particeps criminU in every 
overt act committed by the person so 
privileged. That may be an extreme 
view to take, but there is m erit in it, 
closely studied. 
Here are the negroes

The m an who carries a weapon 
is usually the man who should not be 
allowed to do so ; and the peaceable,self- 
possessed man who might be trusted not 
to use the weapon wantonly is always 
unarmed and a prey to the tough, the 
blackguard, the hoodlum, the thief and 
the killer. The law ought to be repealed 
or enforced.

in reference to seals. Indeed, it would 
seem as if our Government owed it to the 
people of this Nation to go further, and 
m aintain our 
right to all 
sorts of 
fishing

waters of 
Alaska. 
8hips 
of 
other 
nations 
may 
be 
allowed to pass through those waters 
on their way to the Arctic seas, but all 
property in the Alaskan sea proper is 
ours. The sea is not a great inter­ 
national highway. It is not necessary 
to the commerce of the world. It is g 
closed sea to all proper intents and pur­ 
poses. 
Foreign war ships ought to be 
excluded from those waters. 


The tightness of the money markets at 
the East is a phenomenal matter. Ia the 
spring, money in Paris, London, New 
York, Chicago and San Francisco was 
cheaper than it had been in many years. 
Today it is dearer than for years before. 
In New York money is quoted at 6 per 
cent. The Treasury has done a little to 
relieve this stringency by the purchase 
of bonds.

The case has attracted much attention, 
because the receiver, after his appoint­ 
m ent, devoted the surplus earnings to 
the paym ent of the interest on the first 
mortgage bonds, leaving labor and sup­

aid. It appearing th at the receiver had 
sen asked to m aintain the interests 
of

holders to 
the dis­ 
advantage of the claims for labor, the 
order of appointment was set aside. Cer­ 
tain recommendations or suggestions 
were then made by the Court and con­ 
tinued with leave to com plainants to 
amend their bill. The suggestions were 
not acted upon, and the Court, holding 
that the receiver had been m ade the de­ 
fendant for the express purpose of creat­ 
ing jurisdiction, Judge Gresham has now 
thrown the case out of court. 
The de­ 
cision is a long one but is formal in char­ 
acter, and interest lies wholly in the re­ 
sult reached and its value as a prece­ 
dent.

excursion train loaded with colored peo­ 
ple arrived at Gouldsboro from Baton 
Rouge. A large num ber of colored peo­ 
ple were at the depot waiting for it. As 
the train neared the depot one of the ex 
cursionists, in jum ping of, fell. 
Some 
unknown person shouted, “ Look at the 
black ----------------- .” The negro drew a 
pistol and fired fonr or five shots in rapid 
succession, one of which Btruck a white 
man nam ed W illiam Miller. Then the 
shooting became general, some four or 
five hundred shots being fired inside of 
fifteen minutes. This account of the 
affair is given by the police force of 
Gretna. 


a t e r r ib l e pa n ic 
Ensued, women and children running in 
all directions shouting and screaming. 
Ed Levy (colored , living in Algiers, 
was shot in the left arm , and a colored 
woman, nam ed Flem ing, was fatally 
shot. 
Some of the passengers who were in­ 
terviewed today stated th at when the 
train was nearing Gouldsboro depot it 
was fired on by men secreted along the 
line of the railroad, and that as soon as 
the train stopped a general stampede 
took place. It is very difficult to locate 
a single person who witnessed the begin­ 
ning of the shooting, outside of the po­ 
lice ot Gretna. 
Ben Watkins 
colored), residing in 
Gouldsboro, was shot while lying in bod 
at his home after the general affray, by 
some unknown person who fired through 
the window. He was seriously wounded 
NEGRO CHURCH BURNED. 
About 4 o’clock this morning a light 
was seen in the sky between Algiers and 
Jefferson parishes. Tne Algiers fire de­ 
partm ent went to the Rcene and found a 
large num ber of men arm ed with mus­ 
kets and a negro church on fire. There 
wa* no help at hand and the edifice was 
destroyed. 
Algiers, Freetown, 
Gouldsboro and 
Gretna are small towns close together, 
situated directly across the river, and 
virtually suburbs of New Orleans.

A RACE WAR IN MISSISSIPPI. 
The Times-Democrat1 s Grenada, Miss., 
special say s: A telegram was received 
here this morning saying that negroes 
w&re massing men near Shell Mouna, Le 
Flore county, Miss,, and a conflict be­ 
tween whites and blacks was expected. 
Help was called for, as the negroes out­ 
num bered the whites six to one. 
A vol­ 
unteer company of about forty men was 
raised here in an hour or two and left onthe 
12:15 train for the scene of the trouble, 
under the command of J. C. Longetreet. 
A company of cavalry will leave here to­ 
night. 
A dispatch received from J. C. 
Lonastreet and C. L. Townes asks us to 
send all the available men through the 
county at once. 
By order of the Gov­ 
ernor, the Winona Rifles, accompanied 
by several citizens, left on a special train 
at 2 p.m. today for Greenwood, from 
which place they will go to Shell Mound 
to aid in suppressing the trouble. 
The Picayune'8 
Greenwood special 
say s: 
There has been for the last month 
a negro by the name of Cromwell who 
has been organizing, as it was thought 
alliances in this part of the Delta. 
Wed 
nesday of this week a num ber of negroes 
belonging to the alliance movement, 
withdrew, as they claimed he was an ex­ 
convict. A majority of the Negroes’ Al­ 
liance voted in favor of Cromwell. The 
next day Cromwell received a letter or­ 
dering him to leave the country. He 
showed the letter to the negroes and the 
same evening the whites at Shell Mound 
received a warning letter from parties of 
negroes, who signed themeelves 


“ t h r e e t h o u sa n d a r m e d m e n ,” 
Who said that they proposed to stand by 
Cromwell, and that if any efforts were 
made to disturb him they would kill, 
burn and destroy Shell Mound. 
About 
seventy-five armed negroes came into 
town and talked in a very loud and 
threatening manner. 
Last night the 
Sheriff received information from Sunny-

m inor depredat ious. 
The driver of the Gogebic stage last 
week, was brought here today by tlie 
Sheriff and immediately identified Holz­ 
hay as the man who did the job. 


HIS ONLY REGRET. 
The only regret Holzhay expresses iu 
connection with all his crim inal career 
is that the two officers a t Republic 
effected his capture so easily.

Stuart frills of costly lace falling over 
the corsage are worn on many bodices 
slightly open in the neck. 
In new autumn gowns there will be 
less use made of goods in combination 
than of handsome colors richly bordered. 
Some of the finest patterns in furs for 
the coming winter are made to fit the 
figure even more closely than those of r 
year ago. The cumbersome quilted satin 
linings are frequently dispensed with, 
and a heavy quality of silk is substituted, 
with but little wadding beneath it. 
The Spanish mantle is worn with 
dressy toilets of every description. This 
model, which has proved so popular this 
season, was originally copied from one 
of real Spanish lace, designed for the 
Princess of Wales. It consists of a 
slightly pointed shoulder cape, with wide, 
black lace collar and very long scarf ends 
that croBP at the belt and cover the front 
of the dress skirt to the hem. 
Very handsome ladies’ cloth, with new 
and attractive borderings, and soft Eng­ 
lish serges and c .eviots are greatly used 
in the formation of stylish promenade 
and visiting gowns. 
Many beautiful 
dyes have been l added to the standard 
shades, red gold, russet deeply tiDged 
with orange amaranth, and dahlia reds, 
peach color, linden green and oak heart 
being among the novel colors in all-wool 
fabrics. 
A charming dancing toilet for a young 
girl is made of misty blue gauze over a 
low-necked bodice, and full akirt of pale 
blue China silk, the gauze draperies, in 
delicious folds, kept in place by clusters 
of creamy marguerites with yellow 
hearts. An epaulet of the sume flowers 
is eet on the right shoulder of the bodice, 
whose sleeves are cut baby fashion. An­ 
other in similar style is made in pure 
white gauze and snrah, with milk-white 
roses and foliage for garniture. 
The greater number of the new bridal 
gowns and toilets for bridesmaids are 
tailor-made and are extremely elegant. 
Embroidery, pearl gimp and rich lacee 
are used upon these gowns, the arrange­ 
ment being artistic and novel. Skilled 
modistes now handle the so-called tailor 
gowns of every description with great 
dexterity, and cloth is as effectively 
manipulated by them as silk or velvet, 
and is made up with a neat perfection 
which it would be difficult for a tailor to 
surpass. 
Pretty and comparatively inexpensive 
tea-jackets are made of crepon or eaeti 
mere, with guipure lace fronts. The 
tin's chosen generally run in the pale gray, 
beige, biscuit and the light almond tone* 
for the woollen, the lace being cream 
These jackets are made tight fitting be­ 
hind, and with a full chemisette the lace 
fronts—sewn into the shoulder and side 
seams—fall over without concealing the 
chemisette, which is drawn into the 
waist by means of two cords of ribbon 
fastened at the sides and knotted in 
front. 
Vividness of color, light tints and 
striking effects constantly grow in favor. 
It was noted this spring that brighter- 
colored dresses were worn on the streets 
than had been seen there for twenty 
years, and the tendency all summer hat- 
been further in the same direction 
rather than any relapse into soberer 
shades. The same story comes from 
Paris, and Americans returning from the 
Exposition tell that everywhere in France 
there is a perfect riot of color. Pale and 
brilliant hues, heaps of flowers, diaphan­ 
ous materials and gold embroideries are 
seen everywhere. 
Faced cloths for next season’s tailor 
gowns will be trimmed with fur bends 


and with much braiding set on the foot 
of the skirt in upturned points, or in one 
or two much larger points, called Tour 
Eiffel designs, because they are broad at 
the base and grow slender at the top, 
which reaches more than half-way up the 
skirt; this trimming is directly in front, 
or it may be on both sides of the akirt. 
On the waist the braiding comes from the 
sides, beginning just under the arms, or 
it simulates a round yoke, or n in Van- 
dvck points from the collar down, with 
also a girdle. 
A novelty among long wraps, called 
the Ursuline cloak, is a conventional gar­ 
ment similar to those worn by nuns. It 
covers the wearer from throat to foot, 
has a hood and nuns’ sleeves, and a cord 
as thick aB a rope, like a friar’s girdle, 
tied around the waist. 
It is made of 
thick, soft camel’s-hair cloth, in dark 
carmelite brown shades, and is lined with 
thick silk. The girdle is wool cord, and 
the garment is entirely without trim­ 
ming. Other long cloaks are of Broche 
cloth, figured all over, or of the new bor­ 
dered cloths with broad stripes at the 
foot, or with corner pieces in stripes 
down the front and acroSB the foot, while 
still others are of the soutache cloth 
woven to represent braiding in all-over 
designs. 
Terra-cotta is a fashionable color for 
silk and velvet mantelets, as well as for 
cl >th jackets. The cloth is often trimmed 
with a beaded edging or fringe of black 
silk gimp, jet being reserved for the 
silken fabrics. Long cloaks and pelisses 
of a more sober description than the 
ducal garments just hinted at are some­ 
times made with double sleeves, the un­ 
der pair almost tight fitting; yet the 
long, straight sleeves falling to the hem 
of the cloak are still maintained, and 
upon them are lavished the braiding or 
what-not which forms the trimming, the 
ends being left comparatively plain. The 
full cloaks gathered or plaited into the 
figure at the back only, suchas now worn 
in shot silk, are reproduced in woollen 
stuffs for autumn—now they are mounted 
on a braided yoke, at other times they 
are shaped to the shoulder by means of 
gathers and a short, round cape is added. 
Some of the new “ art” sleeves are so 
odd in style as to approach the gro­ 
tesque. Many of the shapes are becom­ 
ing only to women of medium build. 
Shirred, puffed, smocked and plaited 
sleeves are seen everywhere, and these 
are shaped in endless ways, some being 
puffed from the shoulder to the elbow 
while others are closely gathered into a 
tight cuff. There are large balloon-like 
puffs strapped or banded at intervals 
with wide ribbon. These are not pretty 
but they are fashionable. Others again 
have a puff on the shoulders, with a 
plain, close sleeve below, finished with a 
deep Cromwellian cuff at the wrist. 
Numberless combinations are made with 
these various elemeuts. Bands of white 
and gold galloon are passed down the 
outside of the arm through full perpen­ 
dicular puffs that spread out at each 
side. Close coat sleeves era very much 
trimmed at the upper arm near the 
shoulder, either witn caps, braids or 
chevrons, or gimp-edged points and silk 
cord arabesques in fanciful devices; 
while on some of the new “art” toilets 
the open, flowing sleeve of our grand­ 
mothers’ time again appears, worn with 
an embroidered undereleeve, as of old. 
Ostrich feathers — straw-color and 
black, and of light tints shaded off to 
dark—wings and ribbons are the favorite 
decorations for smart hats, whether the 
foundations be straw, velvet or felt, the 
last of which is likely to come into wear 
early this season. * Milliners combine 
colors freely, and yellow and green vel­ 
vet ribbons are introduced into mixtures 
Very' prrtty n‘ili' are ^fiatrtF o r {linffc 
tulle, mere often black, yellow or ecar- 
let, and trimmed with black and colored 
wings. The same thingB are used for 
bonnets, though the most conepicuoua 
novelty in the way of trimming is the 
new jet in the form of sprays, coronets, 
bands, stars and so on, of which the 
marchands de nouveautes show a large 
assortment. Set among billowy tulle or 
combined with velvet, China crape, or 
any other of the faehionable materials, 
they have a very pretty effect. MillinerH 
are doing a great deal this season with 
terra-cotta shades and other reddish 
browns. Green is almost as faehionable 
as ever, especially in very pale shadee 
and deep emerald tones. At the same 
time there is a decided leaning toward 
heliotrope and the particular shades of 
vieux rose that lead up to it.

A REIGN OF TERROR. 


Bloodshed íh Many Parts of 
the Country. 


RACE 
WARS 
IN 
T H E 
SOUTH. 


T he Sensata Arid I.and Committee. 
The Committee of the Federal Senate 
on Arid Lands, which arrived here yester­ 
day morning, is composed of very die- 
tinguiehed men. In the Senate these 
gentlemen are recogn’zed as leaders in 
th a t august body. 
This is the second 
Senate committee to visit this section 
daring the enrrent year. 
The commit­ 
tee on Pacific railroads in their relations 
w ith the Canadian road and the Inter­ 
state Commerce law, incidentally visited 
Loa Angeles and inspected the harbor at 
San Pedro. In that instance and in this, 
the 
Senators have freely 
expressed 
th eir 
astonishm ent 
at 
what 
they 
saw here in the 
way 
of develop­ 
m ent in the present and of promise for 
the fufare. 
It cannot fail to redound to 
the benefit of this Coast, of this State 
and of this section to be seen in so 
m innte. albeit so brief a m anner by men 
of the position in the councils of the 
Nation occupied by those on these com­ 
m ittees. 
Their large experience in 
national affairs and their deep penetra­ 
tion and quick perceptive faculties will 
reveal much in a single glance. They 
all will go back deeply impressed with 
a sense of the great importance of these 
great commonwealths, these em pires 
growing up by the sunset seas. 
For many years this State has been 
pouring nntold millions of money into 
the lap of the whole Nation. It has been 
California’s gold and silver, and Ne­ 
vada’s silver and gold th a t have made 
possible the gigantic enterprises of the 
E ast in the past forty years, and it has 
been these Pactolean streams that have 
m ade possible the Titanic achievements 
accomplished in the W estern States dur 
ing th at period. 
At present this Coast is

products of our soils. 
The grains, the 
fruits, the wines, the oil, the honey, 
the 
innum erable variety 
of 
these 
products 
and 
the 
great 
value 
of our crops are the woDder of all lands. 
And into the National Treasury the 
Coast has poured many millions of reve­ 
nue. 
We have given m uch and asked 
little in return. 
We hope to continue to 
give, for all tim e to come, and to give 
generously and richly. 
But it is tim e we 
asked something in retnrn. 
Here we 
are at the gateway of Asia. 
H ere is the 
great Pacific, with the teem ing millions 
beyond 
its 
waters, and the fertile 
and 
populous 
islands 
that 
atud 
its 
waters. 
W e 
are 
brought 
face 
to 
face 
w ith 
the 
most 
severe strain of competition in th e sub­ 
sidized railroads and steam ship lines of 
G reat Britain in her colony, Canada. 
It 
is of vital im portance to this Nation that 
th e great importance of this Coast have 
prom pt and ample recognition in Con­ 
gress. 
The great trade of the Pacific 
m ost not be let slip from our grasp. 
T he prestige of the American name 
m ust be fully m aintained from Bering 
Straits to Cape H orn, and from the 
Golden Gate to China, India and Aus­ 
tralia. 
But to return to the specific object of 
th is visit from the committee. 
Senator 
Stewart's speech, a brief review of which 
will be found in the local columns of the 
Hbbald, outlines the importance of this 
in a very luminous m anner. 
He points 
out the possibilities of reclaiming millions 
apon millions of land from the condition 
of a wilderness to that of a paradise. Here 
the Senators will be able to see the rich 
resulta of irrigation. In their journeys 
to San Pedro and Santa Monica they 
have seen some of the fruits of water 
applied to the soil artificially. 
They 
will see more of it in other parts of the 
county. They will see orchards, a sea of 
living green, where a Sahara existed 
prior to the application of water for irri­ 
gation. As the distinguished Senator from 
Nevada says, by irrigation an acre of 
land becomes worth five or ten acres of 
th e beet land in the world which depends 
solely on rainfall for its watering. 
Senator Stewart is most em inently cor­ 
rect in his call for a Pacific Coast Con­ 
gress to take up and discuss, and formu­ 
late laws for irrigation. Congressman 
Morrow supplem ents this idea by the 
suggestion cf a closer union on the part 
of the States of the Coast on all m atters 
of common interest. The Pacific States 
are very rapidly becoming a power in 
the politics, as well as in th e economics 
of the Nation. 
We have six Senators 
already and will soon have eight. These 
will 
in a few years 
grow 
to ten, 
to a dozen. In the next Senate we shall 
have ten per cent, of all the votes in that 
body. In .the Lower House we have 
now eight, and after the next census we 
will probably have a score. 
In a com­ 
bination of these there is power. H ere­ 
tofore there has been only rivalry, only 
jealousy, only wrangling on th e part of 
th e Pacific States. 
H ereafter let there 
be unanim ity, let there be perfect ac- 


I f t h e r e is to b 8 any excuse for the 
law forbidding the carrying of concealed 
weapons, or any reason in the statute, 
the strongest m ust be found in the rigid 
enforcement of the law. 
As it is in 
nearly all States in the Union, the stat­ 
ute rem ains a dead letter on the books. 
It is seldom that an arrest is made nnder 
the law, and still more infrequent is the 
punishm ent of the person who violates 
it. 
Besides, the power to grant p9rmis- 
sion to carry a weapon is so loosely exer­ 
cised that any one can get that leave, 
and so the law falls to the ground. The 
Executive who allows any man to carry a 
weapon should be perfectly sure of the 
necessity 
and 
wisdom 
of 
granting 
such 
a 
perm it. 
A 
good way to 
enforce this carefulness would be to make 
the grantor particeps criminis in every 
overt act committed by the person so 
privileged. That may be an extreme 
view to take, bnt there is m erit in it, if 
closely studied. 
H ere are the negroes 
in the South; hot blooded, ignorant, led 
by passion, without moral restraint, and 
all of them are learning to go armed to 
the teeth. 
In a country where they are 
six to one in m ajority, this is a very 
dangerous thing. 
At a picnic away 
down South in Dixie yesterday there 
was a very interesting little episode 
when a train full of darkies began turning 
in th eir leaden pepper boxeB on the 
crowd. The m an who carries a weapon 
is usually the man who should not be 
allowed to do s o ; and the peaceable,self- 
possessed man who might be trusted not 
to use the weapon wantonly is always 
unarm ed and a prey to the tough, the 
blackguard, the hoodlum, the thief and 
the killer. The law ought to be repealed 
or enforced. 


T hat old idea of the Mosaic code, ex­ 
pressed in “ an eye for an eye, and a tooth 
foratootfi,” and also in the dictum of 
the same code that “ he that sheddeth 
m an’s blood, by naan shall his blood be 
shed,” is very deeply imbedded in the 
human mind. 
The extreme humani­ 
tarians of the present day try hard to 
eliminate this principle from our laws, 
but they do not meet with very great 
success. 
Capital punishm ent has been 
taken out of the laws of Michigan, 
and here is a howling mob of passionate 
people trying to get the captive stage 
robber and swing him into the hereafter 
from a limb of a tree, and on the stern 
rulings of that most obdurate of judges, 
yclept Lynch. I t is always so in States 
where judicial hanging is considered a 
piece of barbarity.

I t is a 
closed sea to all proper intents and pur­ 
poses. Foreign war ships ought to be 
excluded from those waters. 


The tightness of the money m arkets at 
the East is a phenom enal m atter.

Today it is dearer than for years before. 
In New York money is quoted at 6 per 
cent. The Treasury has done a little to 
relieve this stringency by the purchase 
of bonds.

August, 1888, to the present m onth the 
Government purchased *77,305,350 in 4 
per cent, bonds, $118,185,350 in \y t per 
cent, bonds, or a total of $195,490,700 of 
the National debt.

sum.

BONDS VS. LABOR. 


Judge Greaham Decides a n Im port' 
a n t H atlro ad Case. 
Ch icago, September 1.—Last Saturday 
Judge Gresham rendered a decision in 
the case of the receivership of th e ‘ Indi­ 
anapolis, Decatur and W estern railway. 
The case has attracted much attention, 
because the receiver, after his appoint­ 
ment, devoted the surplus earnings to 
the paym ent of the interest on the first 
mortgage bonds, leaving labor and sup­ 
ply claims to the amount of $6,000 un­ 
paid. It appearing that the receiver had 
osen asked to maintain the interests 
of 
the 
bond 
holders to 
the dis­ 
advantage of tljjs claims for labor, the 
order of appointment was set aside. Cer­ 
tain recommendations or suggestions 
were then made by the Court and con­ 
tinued with leave to complainants to 
amend their bill. The suggestions were 
not acted upon, and the Court, holding 
that the receiver had been made the de­ 
fendant for the express purpose of creat­ 
ing jurisdiction, Judge Gresham has now 
thrown the case out of court. 
The de­ 
cision is a long one but is formal in char­ 
acter, and interest lies wholly in the re­ 
sult reached and its value as a prece­ 
dent. 


The E m ploying Classes C autioned 
to Provide a Safety-valve.

ple arrived at Gouldsboro from Baton 
Rouge. 
A large num ber of colored peo­ 
ple were at the depot waiting for it. As 
the train neared the depot one of the ex 
cursionists, in jum ping of, fell. Some 
unknown person shouted, “ Look at the 
black----------------- .” The negro drew a 
pistol and fired fonr or five shots in rapid 
succession, one of which struck a white 
man nam ed W illiam Miller. 
Then the 
shooting became general, some four or 
five hundred shots being fired inside of 
fifteen minutes. This account of the 
affair is given by the police force of 
Gretna. 
A TERRIIILE PANIC 
Ensued, women and children running in 
ail directions shouting and screammg. 
Ed Levy (colored), living in Algiers, 
was shot in the left arm , and a colored 
woman, named Flem ing, was fatally 
shot. 
Some of the passengers who were in­ 
terviewed today stated that when the 
train was nearing Gouldsboro depot it 
was fired on by men secreted along the 
line of the railroad, and that as soon as 
the train stopped a general stampede 
took place. It is very difficult to locate 
a single person who witnessed the begin­ 
ning of the shooting, outside of the po­ 
lice ot Gretna. 
Ben Watkins 
colored), residing in 
Gouldsboro, was shot while lying in bed 
at his home after the general affray, by 
some unknown person who fired through 
the window. He was eeriously wounded. 
NEGRO CHURCH BURNED. 
About 4 o’clock this morning a light 
was seen in the sky between Algiers and 
Jefferson parishes. Tue Algiers fire de­ 
partm ent went to the scene and found a 
large number of men armed with mus­ 
kets and a negro church on fire. There 
wa* no help at hand and the edifice was 
destroyed.

A RACE WAR IN MISSISSIPPI. 
The Times-Democrat's Grenada, Miss., 
special says: A telegram was received 
here this morning saying that negroes 
were massing men near Shell Mound, Le 
Flore county, Miss., and a conflict be­ 
tween whites and blacks was expected. 
H elp was called for, as the negroes out­ 
num bered the whites six to one. A vol­ 
unteer company of about forty men was 
raised here in an hour or two and left onthe 
12:15 train for the scene ol the trouble 
under the command of J .C . Longetreot. 
A company of cavalry will leave here to­ 
night.

burn and destroy Shell Mound. About 
seventy-five armed negroes came into 
town and talked in a very loud and 
threatening manner.

Sheriff received information from Sunny- 
side, fifteen mi!e3 above Shell Mound, 
th a t there were 500 arm ed men who 
were massed in Johnsonfield, near there,

Some of the finest patterns in furs for 
the coming winter are made to fit the 
figure even more closely than those of a 
y ear ago. 
The cumbersome quilted satin 
linings are frequently dispensed with, 
and a heavy quality of silk is substituted, 
with but little wadding beneath it. 
The Spanish m antle is worn with 
dressy toilets of every description. This 
model, which has proved so popular this 
season, was originally copied from one 
of real Spanish lace, designed for the 
Princess of Wales. 
I t consists of a 
slightly pointed shoulder cape, with wide, 
black lace collar and very long scarf ends 
that eróse at the belt and cover the front 
of the dress skirt to the hem . 
Very handsome ladies’ cloth, with now 
and attractive bordering», and soft Eng­ 
lish serges and c .eviots are greatly used 
in the formation of stylish promenade 
and visiting gowns. 
Many beautiful 
dyes have been 1 added to the standard 
shades, red gold, russet deeply tinged 
with orange am aranth, and dahlia reds, 
peach color, linden green and oak heart 
being among the novel colors in all-wool 
fabrics. 
A charm ing dancing toilet for a young 
girl is made of misty blue gauze over a 
low-necked bodice, and full skirt of pale 
blue China silk, the gauze draperies, in 
delicious folds, kept in place by clusters 
of creamy marguerites 
with 
yellow 
hearts. 
An epaulet of the sume flowers 
is set on the right shoulder of the bodice, 
whose sleeves are cut baby fashion. An­ 
other in sim ilar style is made in pure 
white gauzs and surah, with milk-white 
roses and foliage for garniture. 
The greater num ber of the new bridal 
gowns and toilets for bridesm aids are 
tailor-made and are extrem ely elegant. 
Embroidery, pearl gimp and rich laces 
are used upon these gowns, the arrange­ 
ment being artiBtic and novel. 
Skilled 
modistea now handle the so-called tailor 
gownB of every description with great 
dexterity, and cloth is as effectively 
m anipulated by them as silk or velvet, 
and is made up with a neat perfection 
which it would be difficult for a tailor to 
surpass. 
Pretty ana comparatively inexpensive 
tea-jackets are made of crepon or «ash- 
mere, with guipure lace fronis. 
The 
tin 's chosen generally run in the pale gray, 
beige, biscuit and the light almond tone* 
for the woollen, the lace being cream 
These jackets are made tight fitting be­ 
hind, and with a full chemisette the lace 
fronts—sewn into the shoulder and side 
seams—fall over without concealiog the 
chemisette, which is drawn into the 
waist by means of two cords of ribbon 
fastened at the sides and knotted in 
front. 
Vividness of color, light tints and 
striking effects constantly grow in favor. 
It was noted this spring that brighter

O ther long cloaks are of Broche 
cloth, figured all over, or of th e new bor­ 
dered cloths with broad stripes at the 
foot, or with corner pieces in stripes 
down the front and across tbe foot, while 
still others are of the soutache cloth 
woven to represent braiding in all-over 
designs. 
Terra-cotta is a fashionable color for 
silk and velvet m antelets, as well aB for 
cl >th jackets. The cloth is often trim m ed 
with a beaded edging or fringe of black 
silk gimp, jet being reserved for the 
silken fabrics. Long cloaks and pelisses 
of a more sober description than the 
ducal garm ents just hinted a t are some­ 
times made with double sleeves, the un­ 
der pair alm ost tight fitting; yet the 
long, Btraight sleeves falling to the hem 
of the cloak are still m aintained, and 
upon them are lavished the braiding or 
what-not which forms the trimming, the 
ends being left comparatively plain.
